The black locust is 
a desirable 
fee for several reasons. It is w ith­ 
out a p eer, from th e standp oint of 
.-oil conservation, 
because 
of 
its 
great p ower to hold the soil from 
Trashing away. Its exp ansive, wide 
sp reading .\v.detn of roots makes 
this condition p ossible. Since the 
black ocust is a 
legume, this tree 
benefits the soil 
to a great ex­ 
tent by adding nitrogen. 
It is further desirable due to the 
fact that fence p osts m ade from it 
are seldom surp assed by those of 
arty other sp ecies of trees in regard 
to strength 
arid 
durability. 
The 
characteristic ip eedy grow th of the 
black locust 
m akes 
p ossible 
the 
p roduction of good fence p osts in 
ten to fifteen years. 
Other Varieties Lim ited 
The soil conservation service will 
ylant a limited num ber of tulip 
~p lar, white oak

th p ossibly a few biacx walnut, 
t.ddes the black locust.

Since tree p lanting by the soil 
I conservation service is p erform ed 
p rimarily for the conserv ation of 
soil and the better 
utilization of 
deep , imp overished land, every ef­ 
fort will be made to p lan t each tree 
so that it will m ake th e best p os­ 
sible growth. W holesale p lanting— 
merely sticking the 
trees into the 
ground -will not be 
tolerated by 
the soil conservation service.

His fame as an architect spread 
throughout 
the 
Northwest, 
and 
many of the courthouses of Iowa 
and Wisconsin were built from his 
plans. He designed the cathedral 
a t Dubuque, la., and the state leg­ 
islature asked him

draw

plans for the first capitol. 
During his 36 *years of residence 
in this country.

of its miraculous and supernatural 
element. The evidence is

arose from the

forth from His tomb. That fact 
is immeasurably important, for “If 
Christ be not raised, your faith is 
in vain, and ye are 
yet 
in 
your 
sins.” Easter is the victory festival 
of the children

throngs asemble a t the open tomb 
to celebrate

accomplished 
salvation.

Methodism w’as first preached in this section 
of Columbiana county near the border of H an­ 
over township at the home of Amos Frost, who 
took up land there as early as 1811, and it soon 
found its way into "New Lisbon.” 
Then in the year of 1818. Methodism became a 
regular appointment in Beaver Circuit, the latter 
embracing several Ohio counties, and a few coun­ 
ties in Western Pennsylvania. 
At th at time Jacob Hooper and a young man 
named Dowler preached 
here, 
but during the 
fiscal year of 1824-5, “New Lisbon” was changed 
to a circuit bearing its own name. 
Before this 
schedule was established, services were held here 
about once monthly. 
The first meeting place was in a small frame 
house. 
At this time the Baltimore' conference 
included all of Ohio, 
but 
later 
a part of the 
conference was termed the Ohio conference, and 
“New Lisbon” was taken into the Pittsburgh con­ 
ference. 
Later the East Ohio conference was 
formed, with which Lisbon is still affiliated. 
About the year of 1826, a 
plain brick edifice 
was built “on the hill” east of w hat is now known 
as Market st„ and this was used for public wor­ 
ship until 1838, when another church was built 
“on tlie southwest corner of the square.” 
TUla 
building still remains, and is located at the south­ 
west corner of the present court house. 
During 
the recent reconstruction of the court house the 
building was used as a warehouse. 
Lorenzo Dow was one of the early Methodist 
ministers here, serving the then small M eth­ 
odist group in 1823, and he was followed by Ezra 
Booth. George D. Brown and Albert Richardson.- 
In 1824. a perm anent organization was per­ 
fected among members of this faith here, Robert 
Hopkins being an active leader in the church or­ 
ganization. 
Some of the early members of this 
congregation included Thomas Corbett and wof*', 
Henry' Moore and 
wife, 
Miss Warner, John 
Campbell, Mrs. Todd, Mrs. Rogers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul White, Mrs. Trunick, Mrs Speaker, Miss 
Noithcraft, Mr. and Mrs. William Carey, Mr. and 
Mrs. James Shields and Mr. Kinney.

Miss 
Miller, 
probably

woman 
preacher in “New- Lisbon” 
held 
a 
series 
of 
religious meetings here, and church records dis­ 
close “she preached to crowded congregations 
The church erected “on the hill” was occupied 
by the congregation until about 1838, when prop­ 
erty was purchased at th*1 southwest corner of 


the square, the old church still standing at the 
southwest corner of the courthouse. It was built, 
after the custom of those times, with galleries 
on three sides. 
The side galleries wort' later 
removed, and the 
old 
church 
building mod­ 
ernized. 
In 1845 the church was reorganized und.-r the 
church procedure of those early times with the 
election of James H. Shield«, Jacob Arter, Jacob 
Hurbaugh, Thomas Corbett, Robert S. McKay, 
Benezett F. Thompson and Simon Spiker as 
trustees. 
One of the first meeting places of this group 
was in a house at the foot of Huston Alley, where 
each 
two 
weeks 
Rev. 
Samuel 
Brockoonier 
preached. 
The next meeting place is recorded as 
being in a small frame 
house 
at 
the foot of 
Jefferson street. And then, the “house on th»* 
hill” was erected. 
Later services were held in a 
frame building on the northwest corner of the 
public square, a part of this building still being 
used as a grocery. 
When the brick church 
in 
the 
rear of the 
courthouse was erected and dedicated Feb. 
23, 
1839, the dedicatory 
sermon 
was 
preached by 
Rev. Edward Birkett of Canton, his text being 
Psalm 84, 1-2, reading: 
"How amiable are thy 
tabernacles, O Lord of Hosts! 
“My soul longeth, 
yea. even fainteth for the courts of the Lord; 
my heart and my flesh crleth out for the living 
God.” 
This dedicatory service was attended by the 
then Bishop Taylor of Pittsburgh. Pa , who con­ 
ducted a series of special meetings, and it has 
been recorded that as a result many were added 
to the churcli membership, among them being 
William Huston, William J. Jordan and Robert 
McCaskey.

After remaining in active service for about 50 
years, the brick church in the rear of the court­ 
house- closed, the 
farewell 
sermon 
being de­ 
livered by Rev. H. W. Kellogg, D. D. 
The com er stone of the present Methodist 
Episcopal church, 
at 
South 
Market and East 
W ashington St., was laid during August, 1888, 
and the dedicatory sermon was delivered by Rev. 
Kellogg on Feb. 24, 1889. 
Several years ago, a part of the main auditor­ 
ium of the church was remodeled and enlarged, a 
new choir loft being built and a large pipe organ 
installed, Mrs. H. E. Marsden being the organist, 
with Rev. B. J. Black the present pastor.
